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REMARKS 

With entry of this amendment, claims 1,4-6, 19-22 and 24 - 26 are 
pending, claims 24 - 26 are added and claims 2, 3, 7-18 and 23 are canceled. Claims 
1, 6, and 20 are amended and claim 22 is withdrawn. By an agreement reached 
during the December 21, 2004 telephone interview between the Examiner and the 
undersigned, applicants understand that claim 22 will be rejoined.
